So skilled 
is this plastic surgery, it is 
often quite impossible to tell 
that a patient has been in- 
volved in an accident.

The Board of Works’ Sewerage Problems 


From Broadmeadows in the north to Black Rock 
in the south, from Ringwood in the east to Sunshine 
in the west, hundreds of men and machines are 
catching up the leeway caused by a world war and 
a post-war period of unprecedented growth. The 
magnitude and extend of current sewerage activities 
can perhaps best be gauged by considering the 
Board's annual expenditure on sewerage works. This 
year, for instance, the outlay will be in the vicinity 
of £7,500,000. . 

But to understand the problems confronting 
the Board with respect to sewerage, it must first 
be realised that Melbourne is rapidly outgrowing its 
original sewerage system. I|t is obvious that a system 
designed for 1,000,000 people must be hard

the construction of two large 
underground conduits for div- 
erting the flow in the Hobson’s 
Bay Main and the North Yarra 
Main into the new gravity 
trunk sewer. Progress on this 
part of the project. has reached 
the stage where the huge pen- 
stocks (or valves) are being 
installed. 

The gravity trunk sewer, a 
9’ 3” diameter conduit extend- 
ing for 2; miles between Spots- 
wood and Brooklyn, is com- 
plete except for one section 
near the Brooklyn Pumping 
Station. 

At> Brooklyn Pumping Sta- 
tion, the underground construc- 
tion of the two 180’ deep pump 
wells, the screen.wells and pen- 
stock well, together with the 
connecting conduits, is com- 
Plete and progress on the sur- 
face buildings is well advanced. 
In one of the pump wells, all 
the pumps, motors, valves and 
pipes have been installed; in 
the other only the motors and 
delivery pipes are yet to be 
fixed. The huge switchboard 
has been installed and ,the 
travelling cranes are in opera- 
tion. It is anticipated that 
the Brooklyn Pumping Station 
will be completed this year. 

The Main Outfall Sewer is 
being enlarged to match the 
capacity of the Brooklyn 
Pumping Station. Some sec- 
tions of the outfall have been 
enlarged by battering and 
cement renderihg the side 
slopes adjacent to the outfall; 
other sections are being 
covered with semi-circular 
concrete slabs. Also, the old 
brick adaducts over the Koror-

Concurrently with the con- 
struction of the Brooklyn Pro- 
ject, the Board has been en- 
gaged in duplicating those 
sections of the main sewers 
in the metropolitan area which 
are becoming inadequate be- 
cause of Melbourne’s unpre- 
cedented post-war develop- 
ment. For instance, a 39” 
diameter sewer is being con- 
structed at present along the 
Darebin Creek in Ivanhoe to 
relieve the existing 18” dia- 
meter Darebin Creek Main 
Sewer. A £240,000 job, the new 
sewer will ultimately be ex- 
tended up the Darebin Creek 
Valley to serve the rapidly 
development northern sub- 
urbs, 

Post-war development of the 
outer eastern suburbs neces- 
sitated the duplication of the 
Gardiner’s Creek Main Sewer. 
Two sections of a 50” to 58” 
diameter relieving sewer cost~ 
ing £252,600, are at present in 
the final stages of completion. 

In the south-east, two sec~ 
tions of the Bentleigh Inter- 
cepting Sewer are currently 
under construction at a cost 
of £375,000. This 42” diameter 
sewer is being built to cope 
with the new residential and 
industrial development in the 
Bentleigh and Moorabbin dis- 
tricts. The new sewer, inci- 
dentially, has been designed 
for ultimate incorporation in 
the proposed south-eastern 
scheme, the Board’s next 
major sewerage project. 


The duplication of existing 
sewers is all part of the am. 
plification scheme and is in. 
variably confined to the older 
established suburbs. But most 
of the Board’s current sewer- 
age activities are in the outer 
suburbs where major works 
to the value of $2,250,000 are 
in progress. These works 
come under the category of 
“normal extensions to the 
sewerage system.” 

The Ringwood Outfall Sewer 
(£376,000) and the first two 
sections of the Ringwood Main 
Sewer (£265,000) are two of 
the most costly projects now 
in progress in the outer sub- 
urbs. The Ringwood Outfall 
Sewer—an eggshaped sewer 5’ 
high and 3’ 4” wide—runs 
along Canterbury Road, Ver- 
mont, and discharges into the 
Gardiner’s Creek Main Sewer. 
The sewer necessitated 6,643" 
of tunnelling, the deepest sec- 


tion being 134’ below the sur- | 


face. The Ringwood Outfall 
Sewer will take the discharge 
from a pumping station which 
is about to be built near the 
corner of Canterbury Roand 
and Heatherdale Road, Ver- 
mont, to serve Ringwood and

adjacent areas. The sewer 
leading to the pumping sia- 
tion—the Ringwood Main 
Sewer—runs northwards from 
the station. through the 
Maroondah Highway ridge to 
the vicinity of Mullum Creek. 
Another major sewer job now 
in hand is the Kororoit Creek 
Main Sewer (£276,000). 


Commencing as an 18” dia- 
meter sewer in Sunshine, the 
sewer proceeds along the 
western bank of the Kororoit 
Creek as a 48” diameter pipe 
which terminates at a pump- 
ing station shortly to he built 
in the proximity of the Main 
Outfall Sewer where it crosses 
the Kororoit Creek. The 
pumping station will  dis- 
charge directly into the Out- 
fall Sewer. Other sewer ex- 
tensions currently under con- 
struction are—the North 
Yarra Main Sewer (£24,000), 
Damper Creek Branch Sewer 
(£30,000), Waverley Branch 
Sewer (£46,000), Steel Creek 
Branch Sewer (£92,0003, and 
the Sunshine East Branch 
Sewer (£47,000). 


Three pumping stations-- 
Mordialioc (£21,000), Moorab- 
bin (£20,000), and Brighton 
(£34,000)—are also under con- 
struction at present. 


The sewering of reticulation 
areas is one of the Boara’s 
perennial tasks. At present, 
24 reticulation areas are being 
sewered—six in the northern 
suburbs, seven in the eastern 
suburbs, eight in the southern 
suburbs, and three in the 
western suburbs.
